Academy electorate from 3,172 
to 2,802. Peck believes that the 
reduced total will be more 
responsive to what is current in 
the film world. 


But the real challenge lies 


ahead. Not only must the 
Academy 
revise its present 


membership; it must also at- 
tract the young film makers who 
are bringing excitement to the 
movie business today. So far 
they show little inclination to 
join the academy or anything 
else that 
smacks 
of the 


establishment.

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Democrat Unruh Firmly 
Neutral On Proposition 8

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Democrat Jess Unruh stood 
firmly neutral today on Prop. 8, 
the controversial tax measure 
on Next Tuesday s primary 
election ballot. 
As the gubernatorial can­ 
didate described it: "I’m am­ 
biguous.” 
The measure is sponsored by 
the 
California 
Teachers 
Association and the state's 
county supervisors. 
Their billboards ask voters, 
“Tired of political games?” 
Through Prop. 8, the groups 
promise voters the significant 
tax relief the legislature has 
been talking about for years 
Prop. 8 would make the state 
take over 50 per cent of the cost 
of public schools and 90 per cent 
of county welfare outlays. 


This would add $1.13 billion to 
next year’s state budget, says 
legislative analyst A. Alan Post. 
Unruh said on a San Francisco 
television station Wednesday 
evening, “It’s not my idea of the 
way property tax relief ought to 
be granted.” 
But he added, “There is a 
necessity to supply more school 
aid. I’m not about to oppose this 
measure because this may be 
the only thing the people get,” 
Prop. 8 is backed by Los 
Angeles Mayor Sam Yorty, 
Unruh’s chief opponent, and 
opposed by Republican Gov. 
Reagan, who has his own 
Assembly-passed tax reform 
plan pending in the state Senate. 
Reagan 
has 
refused 
Democrats' demands that the 
package include new aid for 
schools. The governor says he 
isn’t against greater state help 


for education, but it shouldn’t be 
tied to his bill. 
Commenting on Prop. 8, 
Unruh said: “I have grave 
misgivings about where Gov. 
Reagan might raise the money 
from. He might very well stick 
two cents on the sales tax, or 
extend the sales tax to food. 
“If we face another four and a 
half years of Reagan ad­ 
ministration, I’d be in favor of 
that (Prop. 8) because I think 
that’s better than anything we’d 
get from him.” 


But Unruh said he is confident 
he will be inaugurated governor 
next January, and thus inherit 
the Prop. 8 headache if the 
measure 
passes. 
He 
acknowledged taxes would have 
to be increased to finance the 
measure, but said he didn't 
know by how much 


Wednesday night, 90 persons 
paid $250 a plate to attend an 
Unruh dinner — probably the 
biggest fund-raising event of the 
primary campaign — which 
featured actor Keenan Wynn, 
actress Candice Bergen and 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif. 
Wynn told the audience at a 
plush San Francisco restaurant : 
“I have been quiet about politics 
for two decades. . . Do you 
remember the Hollywood black 
Mat?” 
Wynn referred to the alleged 
Hollywood Communists who 
were denied work during the 
McCarthy era in the 1950s. 


But Wynn added, “In the 1970s 
silence is an obscene luxury.” 
He 
said,

long, and Reagan should be 
replaced bv Unruh

You as parents, a'e models for your child's development Thus the 
more creatively active you are the more liKely he will begin to de- 
velop his own creative interests You can be creative in your job, 
your daily tasks and the problems that you encounter, as well as 
your hobbies The creative habit is both useful and fun1 Here are 
some suggestions to help you get the creative feeling 


1 Do some things that you have never done before, for example, 


pursue a hobby you have in the past and gave up or one which 
has always irtterested you 


2 Be more open to youi imagination and don t be afraid to express

WASHINGTON — A three- 


inch-thick report, assailing the 
manufacturers of dangerous 
household products, will be 
issued next month by the 
National 
Commission 
on 


Product Safety. 


Declaring that household 


hazards kill three and injure 
3,000 Americans every hour, the 
report will warn purchasers to 
beware 
of 
power 
lawn 


mowers.color TV sets, glass 
bottles, motorcycle and football 
helmets, floor furnaces, sliding 
glass 
doors, 
hot 
water 


v a p o r i z e r s , h o u s e h o l d 
chemicals, high-rise bicycles 
and a host of children's toys and 
other products. 


Yet 
even 
before 
this 


prodigious report was off the 
presses, the Surgeon General's 
Steering 
Committee 
on 


Emergency Health and Injury 
Care pushed through a more 
moderate study on the same 
subject to soften the blow 
against the manufacturers. 


Both reports are held under 


lock and key awaiting a release 
date.Unauthorized copies, 
however, have been smuggled to 
this column. 


The Commission, proclaiming 


the consumers' "right to safe 
products," 
will 
ask 
for 


"authority to develop and set 
mandatory consumer product 
safety standards." The Com- 
mission will also seek the power 
to recall hazardous items off the 
market. 


In contrast, the Surgeon 


General's report, adopted by a 
secret 10-to-2 vote, puts the 
emphasis on public education 
and joint industry - government 
action. 


PROFITS VS. SAFETY 


"Consumer demand for safe 


products and tools must precede 
the 
economic 
investment 


required by such changes," 
contends the Surgeon General's 
committee. This seems to say: 
what the purchasers don't know 
won't hurt them or, perhaps 
more precisely, the manufac- 
turers needn't go to the expense 
of eliminating a hazard until the 
public gets outraged over it. 


Disagrees the Commission: 


"It is not necessary to wait for 
an epidemic of injuries as proof 
of a hazard . . . When a 
manufacturer offers a product, 
the offer implies a warranty that 
the item is not unreasonably 
hazardous." 


The 
Surgeon 
General's 


committee also takes a rosy 
view of the reforms that 
manufacturers already have 
adopted, declaring: "There 
have 
been 
many 
recent 


evidences that manufacturers of 
consumer products are willing 
to redesign or remove from 
circulation products which are 
proven to be hazardous. 


"Sharing 
epidemiological 


data with industry has already 
resulted in the development of: 
Tempered safety glass for doors 
and panels; flame retardant 
fabrics for clothing and home 


furnishings; improved heating 
pads; removal from the market 
of gas heaters with defective 
design, refrigerators with door 
assemblies to prevent ac- 
cidental child entrapment; 
safety closures for drug con- 
tainers, and many others." 


Yet some of the same items, 


that 
cheer 
the 
Surgeon 


General's committee,have been 
singled out for special con- 
demnation by the National 
Commission. 
Here 
are 


highlights from 
the Com- 


mission's forthcoming report: 


HORROR STORIES 


"Every year, about 150,000 


victims of broken windows, 
doors or glass walls discover 
that what they can'tsee can hurt 
them. 
. . The fragile, brittle 


panels of ordinary glass shatter 
even under a light blow from a 
child. The crystal knives and 
daggers slice through the hand 
or wrist, cut vital organs and 
c a u s e 
p e r m a n e n t 


disfigurement, paralysis, or 
death. Victims may bleed to 
death 
within 
20 minutes 


. . . Analysis of 352 glass door 
injury cases reported to the 
Commission in 1969 and 1970 
essentially 
confirmed 
the 


earlier survey results that many 
of the injuries are serious and 
virtually all are preventable." 


"The cause of (many deaths 


and brain-damage cases) was 
something the victims couldn't 
see, hear, or smell: carbon 
monoxide, CO. And the source of 
CO in each instance was an 
innocent-looking unvented gas 
heater . . . There were 638,500 
unvented heaters sold in 1969. A 
manufacturer estimated 15 
million such heaters are used in 
five million households . . . The 
decision to install unvented gas 
heaters often is made by lan- 
dlords who pay for the heater 
but not for the injuries." 


"Household chemicals pose a 


major hazard to young children 
because they are so curious. 
Every liquid or chewable 
substance is something for them 
to sample. The chemical burns 
children suffer from strong 
detergents are particularly 
painful 
The Food and Drug 


Administration has the power to 
ban a product which it deems so 
hazardous that labeling will not 
protect the public, but this 
procedure has not been used as 
to caustics or 
petroleum 


distillates." 


MOWING GRASS AND TOES 


"On the opening day of the 


grass grooming season, the 
rotary power mower begins its 
work of trimming lawns, fingers 
and toes. About 70 per cent of the 
injuries from power mowers are 
lacerations, amputations, and 
fractures that result from the 
cutting and crushing action of 
the fast-whirling blade. In ad- 
dition, there are high velocity 
ejections of wire, glass, stones 
and debris that can puncture 
vital body parts

MOSCOW — I did not come here to argue. On the other hand, I 


did not come here to be buried, so that when the lovely, efficient 
Viola told us that all medicine in the Soviet Union is free, I found 
myself blurting out, "Nothing is free, Viola." 


"Oh yea," she said, "it is free. I make 120 rubles per month, 


and out of that I pay only seven rubles in taxes, and I get free 
medicine, and free doctor's care, and if I get sick, and cannot work 
any more, I get 80 per cent of my salary, and if I were older, I would 
get one hundred per cent." 


One hundred and twenty rubles will cost you, on the free 


market — which is on no account to be confused with the Russian 
market— about $25. I didn't tell Viola that if she was making $25 
per month in the United States she would be paying no taxes at all, 
and Michael Harrington would have her on the cover of his next 
book. And I didn't mention that the black market price for one of 
Solzhenitsyn's novels is 80 rubles, or two and one half weeks' 
salary. One of Solzhenitsyn's books has been read aloud over the air 
very slowly, in installments, by Radio Liberty. All over Russia 
there are avid readers who, even as the letters of St. Paul were 
received, write out Solzhenitsyn, type out the entire book, and pass 
it about, like the ancient tablets, from catecomb to catecomb. 


Viola would have been distressed at this kind of talk, and she is 


not the kind who invites it. Her faith in her country and its leaders 
is very complete and very innocent. Such is her sensitivity that 
after having to identify the tenth monument — or railroad station, 
or museum — as the Lenin Monument, or the Lenin Railroad, or the 
Lenin Stadium, or the Lenin Museum, she began to alter the line 
just a little bit, to s of tea the suffocating beat. "This is Prospekt 
Street. It is named after Lenin." Then she said, ''you must have to 
understand, that we f%el a very special feeling for Lenin." I think 
that even if I could, I would not have taken Lenin away from Viola. 
I have always despised the village atheist. 


They are not, of course, all that way I found myself for the 


very first time in my life breaking bread with professional mem- 
bers of an ideological community of people bent upon doing their 
very best to vex an uneasy world, and if necessary to do to it the 
terrible things that have been done to their own country. I asked 
the gentleman on my right when last had he been in the United 
States, and he answered not since he drove down with Mr. Kosygin 
to Glassboro. to see President Lyndon Johnson. 


Oh yes, I twitted, I remember that very well, remember 


especially envying you and Mr. Kosygin driving down the New 
Jersey Turnpike without, courtesy of the U.S. Government, a single 
other car obstructing you. On the other hand — I added — you 
people did as much for me when I drove in from the airport 
vcsterdsy, ho ho ho 


The allusion to Lenin's failure to provide his people with 


automobiles was, if understood by my dinner companion, unap- 
preciated. The gentleman on my left, with a superior sense of 
humor, told me about his daughter, 15, and his boy, 20. Neither had 
he, the father, been in America for several years. But the last time 
he was there, he picked up a paperback copy of Harold Robbin's 
The Carpetbaggers, a lusty tale of lust. 


He told me that he kept the book until his son's 20th birthday, at 


which point he presented it to him with the observation that now he 
was old enough to read it. Old enough to read it? said his son. Why, 
I read thafbook three years ago. I laughed, and asked him whether 
this was the Russian's generation gap, and he answered that well, 
he had always thought there was a generation gap in Russia — until 
he went to America, and now by comparison he doesn't think there 
is a generation gap in Russia. 


Ho ho ho — I tried again — I guess America excels you even in 


that! He s^il^d hugflv but one wondered whether he'd have felt, if 
there was an audience there of Violas, that he'd durst have smiied 
at a comic inversion of the sacred creed of Soviet superiority. I 
mean, what does Foreign Minister Gromyko do to people who 
smile'' Send them to Russia? Bui as I say, I am not here to argue

NEW YORK (AP) — Baseball 


Commissioner Bowie Kuhn's 
claims that baseball cannot 
exist without the reserve system 
will be attacked in cross 
examination Thursday in the 
seventh day of Curt Flood's $3 
million anti-trust suit against 
baseball. 


Jay Topkis, one of Flood's 


lawyers, barely got started on 
cross examination 
of the 


commissioner Wednesday after 
Kuhn bad testified that the game 
could not continue to operate on 
a league basis if the reserve 
system were removed. 


Flood, formerly a star center 


fielder with the St. Louis Car- 
dinals, balked at reporting to the 
Philadelphia Phillies after he 
was traded iafct winter and 
brought suit against the baseball 
establishment One of his main 
targets is the reserve system, a 
complex set of rules that provide 
a club with the option to renew a 
player's contract each year. 


Executives of other sports 


have testified to the way their 
reserve systems operate. 
Football, for instance, has a 
clause that permits a player to 
play one year after his contract 
has expired and then become a 
free agent. 


Kuhn said the football system 


would be "very bad" for 
baseball because he would be 
concerned about the integrity of 
the game and the effects on 
equal Competition. 


"In our game," said Kuhn, 


"and in our game alone, I am 
not talking about football.' If a 
player could play out his option 
there would be the built-in evils 
of tampering and behind the 
scenes negotiations that tend to 
shake the public confidence in 
the game." 


Kuhn said it was impossible to 


compare baseball and football in 
economic operation because 
football has a ready 
made 


'player development system in 
the colleges and baseball has to 
support a minor league system. 


The commissioner had found 


problems in several alternatives 
to the reserve system given in 
previous testimony by Hall of 
Famer Hank Greenberg and 
Marvin 
Miller, 
executive 


director of the Major League 
Baseball Players Association. 


"I'm still not pitching the way 


I want to," declared Marichal. 
"I threw the ball good, but had 
control problems — I was too 
nigh. Poor control will hurt you 
in a close game." 


"But I'm glad I could go all 


the way — I really need the 
work," Marichal said. 
"Until 


the seventh, I threw the ball 
where I wanted it. But then my 
shoulder tightened a little. 
Maybe it was the cold weather." 


Marichal, who struck out six 


and allowed only two earned 
runs in his most impressive 1970 
outing, tossed only 61 pitches the 
first six innings, but added 67 
more in the last three frames for 
a total of 128. 


"I'm still six pounds un- 


derweight," he said. "I didn't 
have any spring training in 
Japan, then I spent 10 days in 
the hospital. I came back too 
soon and I'm still a little weak." 


Manager Charlie Fox con- 


curred. "The doctor said Juan 
could lose his strength awfully 
fast, so I was watching him real 
close from the sixth inning on," 
the skipper said.

operation was discovered during 
recent tests at the Beech Air- 
craft plant in Boulder, Colo. The 
special drainage procedures 
were duplicated at Beech, which 
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Cortright also said it now 


appears that two switches 
designed to keep heaters in the 
oxygen tank from overheating 
may also have failed. Tests have 
shown, he said, that such a 
failure would cause tem- 
peratures in the tank to reach 
1,000 degrees. 


"Such temperatures would 


have caused serious damage to 
the insulation around the heater 
wires," Cortright said. "The 
insulation damage could have 
resulted in short circuits to 
institute the combustion of in- 
sulation inside the tank." 


This burning would, in turn, 


cause pressure to rise in the 
tank, eventually forcing the tank 
to explode. 


"Additional tests are under 


way to try to determine the 
manner in which the tank finally 
failed and what mechanism was 
needed to cause the outer panel 
to blow off " Cortright said. 


Members*bf the review board
